Legislature considering laws that 
could help, but nothing passed yet

STANFORD — With much 
of the worst winter weather 
now over, Lincoln school offi¬ 
cials face the task of deciding 


how the school calendar will be 
adjusted — or not — due to the 
large number of weather days 
taken this year. 

But making that decision is 
complicated by the state legis¬ 
lature, which is considering 


multiple bills that would offer 
some form of weather-day for¬ 
giveness. 

“There are a lot of different 
bills on the table right now,” 
said Bruce Smith, a district 
administrator who manages the 
school calendar. 

One bill would give up to 10 
days of weather-day forgive¬ 
ness for each Kentucky school 


district. Another would allow 
districts to request disaster days 
from the state if they missed 
more days than their original 
number of scheduled makeup 
days, Smith said. 

Lincoln County, which 
missed its 21st day of school on

Stanford EMS 
handling big 
increase in 
call volume

STANFORD 

Workloads for ambulance 
services in Lincoln County 
have increased by almost 47 
percent over the past five 
years, an IJ analysis of 911 
call center data shows. 

A vast majority of the 
additional workload has 
been handled by Stanford 
EMS, which responded to 
1,518 more calls in 2013 
than it did in 2009 — an 
83.3-percent increase, 
according to the data. 

Lincoln County’s other 
ambulance services — 
Waynesburg Area Rescue 
Squad, West End EMS, East 
End EMS and the currently 
out-of-commission 
McKinney Area Rescue 
Squad — combined to 
respond to 113 more calls in 
2013 than they did in 2009. 

While Stanford EMS saw 
an increase in call volume 
during each of the past five 
years, that trend is less visi¬ 
ble for the four smaller 
ambulance services, which 
saw decreases in call vol¬ 
umes in some years. 

Stanford EMS Director 
Ashley Powell said he was 
aware of the increasing 
workload for his organiza¬ 
tion, but wasn’t expecting 
the numbers to show such a 
drastic rise. 

The increase in workload 
has been reflected in 
Stanford EMS’ staffing lev¬ 
els, Powell said. Prior to 
2009, Stanford EMS ran 
two ambulance crews dur¬ 
ing the day and had three 
people on the clock — an 
EMT and a two-person 
basic-life-support team — 
during the night. 

In more recent years, 
Stanford EMS has been 
keeping two advanced-life- 
support teams on the clock 
24/7, and has occasionally 
added an extra basic-life- 
support team, as well, 
Powell said. 

Ambulance services dif¬ 
fer from police departments

Health insurance 
deadline approaching 


More than 2,000 in 
Lincoln still uninsured

STANFORD — The 
March 31 deadline to sign 
up for health insurance 
under the Affordable Care 
Act is less than two weeks 
away, but as of mid- 
March, there were still 
more than 2,000 Lincoln 
County residents who 
remained uninsured. 

A large percentage of 
those uninsured people in 
Lincoln are eligible for 
insurance subsidies or free 
Medicaid coverage, 
according to statistics 
from Gov. Steve Beshear’s 
office. 

Reaching out to those 
uninsured people and 
helping them get signed up 
via Kentucky’s state health 
insurance marketplace — 
Kynect — is the job of

Trial for 

Robinsons 

delayed

STANFORD — The trial 
of two Lincoln County broth¬ 
ers accused of sexually abus¬ 
ing young children in their 
own families has been post¬ 
poned again after more infor¬ 
mation pertaining to the 
cases recently was uncov¬ 
ered. 

James Matthew Robinson, 
40, and Timothy Robinson, 
36, both of Kings Mountain, 
were scheduled to stand trial 
March 17 in Lincoln Circuit 
Court on multiple counts of 
sexually abusing minor chil¬ 
dren. Judge David Tapp 
reluctantly agreed to move 
the trial to April 14 based 
upon a motion for a continu¬ 
ance from the common¬ 
wealth in light of the new 
material that attorneys for 
both sides have to go over. 

Stacy Akers, paralegal for 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Eddy Montgomery, said last 
week “the newly found con¬ 
fidential information pertains 
to victims in the case, who 
are all minors.” 

Matthew Robinson is 
charged, in two separate 
indictments, with seven 
counts of use of a minor in a 
sexual performance, seven 
counts of first-degree sexual 
abuse and first-degree 
sodomy for incidents that 
allegedly occurred between 
January 2009 and August 
2012. 

Timothy Robinson, who is 
already serving a 20-year 
prison sentence after plead¬ 
ing guilty last year to incest 
and using a minor in a sexual

Flood-prone property demolition project could be done this year

STANFORD — More 
than a year after officials 
moved forward with a fed¬ 
erally funded plan to 
demolish 21 flood-prone 
properties in Lincoln 
County, the most visible 
properties — a stretch of 
dilapidated mobile homes 
along U.S. 27 north of 
Stanford — remain stand¬ 
ing. 

The $800,000 project 
being coordinated by 


Lincoln’s fiscal court has 
been slow to progress, 
Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams said, because of 
delays in reimbursements 
from the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency, which is providing 
for about three-fourths of 
the estimated price tag. 

But Lincoln County only 
has one other property left 
now to complete before it 
tackles the 12 properties

performance, faces addi¬ 
tional charges of sodomy, 
incest and using a minor in 
a sexual performance. 

The cases have been 
merged, and the brothers 
will stand trial as co-defen¬ 
dants. 

The alleged victims in 
the case range in age 
between 2 and 16 years 
old, Akers said. All have 
been removed from their 
homes and placed in state 
care, she said. 

In granting his order for 
a new trial date, Tapp 
expressed his dismay at 
again delaying a trial that 
already had been post¬ 
poned twice. 

“One of these cases has 
now been pending for 
nearly 11 months and the 
other for four months,” the 
judge wrote. “Given these 
facts, it is difficult to 
accept the basic premise 
that the parties have had 
insufficient time to prepare 
for trial.” 

Akers said Tapp had lit¬ 
tle choice but to delay the 
case, given that more than 
100 pages of new informa¬ 
tion recently had turned up 
and attorneys from both 
sides need time to go over 
it all. 

“This case is so mas¬ 
sive,” she said. 

In a filing last week, 
Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Carol Hill put 
Matthew Robinson on 
notice, as required by law, 
that she plans to introduce 
“prior bad acts” into evi¬ 
dence in the trial. 

Hill states in her notice 
that Matthew Robinson 
stated on several occa¬ 
sions, in graphic terms, 
that his sexual appetite 
knows few boundaries. 
“Eight to 88, it doesn’t 
matter to me,” Matthew 
Robinson allegedly boast¬ 
ed. “I would like to have a 
schoolboy around all of the 
time.” 

The Robinson family 
has a long history of sexu¬ 
al abuse. 

In addition to Timothy 
Robinson’s conviction last 
year, his wife Rhonda 
pleaded guilty to facilita¬ 
tion to her husband’s sex 
crimes and was sentenced 
to eight years in prison. 

In 2005, older brother 
Clarence V. Robinson was 
sentenced to 50 years in 
prison after being convict¬ 
ed of four counts of rape 
involving a 12-year-old 
girl, the daughter of his 
live-in girlfriend. The girl 
had three children by 
Clarence Robinson before 
the age of 16.

Monday, would currently be eligible 
for three disaster days under that 
bill. 

Smith said there’s also a bill that 
would allow school districts to hold 
a regular school day on May 20, 
Kentucky’s primary election day. 

The state senate and house have 
each passed legislation concerning 
weather-day forgiveness, but the 
two chambers have yet to come to 
an agreement on any one solution. 

Without any further changes to 
Lincoln County’s school calendar, 
students would apparently be in 
class through June 10 and school 
closing day would be June 11. 

A release date in the second week 
of June interferes with many stu¬ 
dents’ plans, including family trips 
and Church mission trips, school 


board members have noted. 

But, in the absence of assistance 
from the legislature, the district is 
somewhat limited in its options. 

Three days of the district’s five- 
day spring break were lost relatively 
early in the year to make up for 
weather days. Last month, board 
members voted to do away with the 
last two spring break days in order 
to keep the end of school at the 
beginning of June. 

But since that vote, the district has 
had six more weather days, includ¬ 
ing four following a massive winter 
storm at the beginning of March that 
dumped inches of snow and sleet 
across the county. 

The district is able to ask the 
Kentucky Department of Education 
for forgiveness of any missed days 
in excess of 20, meaning it could 
potentially ask for one day from 
KDE currently. 


Smith said other options available 
to board members include turning 
Memorial Day into a school day and 
cutting two instructional days from 
the district’s current 172 days of 
instruction. The district needs 170 
instructional days in order to meet 
state requirements. 

School board Chairman Jim 
Kelley said he doesn’t like the idea 
of cutting instructional days because 
the district has been in hot water 
before for having too few instruc¬ 
tional days. With auditors coming 
soon to assess improvement in the 
district, Kelley said he wouldn’t 
want to have to explain why the dis¬ 
trict had reduced instructional days 
against state recommendations. 

Superintendent Karen Hatter con¬ 
curred with Kelley’s assessment. 

“I agree we don’t need to miss 
instruction,” she said. “I think it 
would be frowned upon. We’ve 


been cautioned.” 

Kelley said he would like to poll 
parents about possibly taking 
Memorial Day, but not until “after 
the snow settles.” 

Regardless of what decision offi¬ 
cials ultimately reach, the severe 
winter experienced in Lincoln 
County will likely continue to affect 
future school calendars for years. 

State law requires school officials 
to consider the past five school 
years when planning for makeup 
days in a new school calendar. The 
number of makeup days has to be 
equal to the number of weather days 
taken in the worst of the past five 
years. 

Prior to this year’s 21 weather 
days to date, the previous worst 
year was 2009-2010, when students 
missed 15 days due to weather and 
three days due to a widespread ill¬ 
ness.

that comprise the trailer park sitting 
along the bank of the Dix River. If 
everything goes as planned, the land 
will be turned into permanent green 
space “before the snow flies” next 
winter, Adams said. 

“I feel confident that we’re going 
to be able to clean up the mess at the 
river shortly,” he said. 

Magistrates approved purchasing a 
piece of land known as the Hasty 
property for about $141,000 on 
Monday. When the county is reim¬ 
bursed for that purchase is when it 
can move forward and buy the trailer 
park properties for about $150,000, 
along with the final property includ¬ 
ed in the program, a $20,000 piece of 
land on Rankin Road, Adams said. 

The way the program works, 
LEMA reimburses Lincoln County 
for the sale prices of the properties 
involved, but not until after the coun¬ 
ty purchases the properties. The 
county is required to tear down 
structures on the properties and leave 
them as permanent green spaces 


afterward. 

That step involves some cost for 
the county, most of which comes in 
the form of labor and equipment 
costs for the demolition. 

Sale prices for properties included 
in the program were determined by 
an appraisal and FEMA guidelines. 

FEMA offers grants through its 
Substantially Damaged Acquisitions 
project for projects like Lincoln 
County’s as a way of taking flood- 
prone properties off the market and 
ensuring those properties will never 
need flood insurance through the 
Federal Flood Insurance Program 
again. 

Lincoln County Daryl Day has 
explained the grant program as a 
way to improve public safety by get¬ 
ting people out of dangerous struc¬ 
tures and a way to pay now instead 
of multiple times later when floods 
hit those structures. 

The trailer park along U.S. 27 has 
flooded three times over the last four 
decades, according to the owner of 
the properties, Janice Rowe. 

The trick for small local govern¬ 
ments such as Lincoln County is 


coming up with the money to pur¬ 
chase the properties prior to reim¬ 
bursement. 

Lincoln County doesn’t have 
enough sitting in its coffers to buy all 
21 properties on its list at once, so 
officials have been clearing a few 
properties at a time and then waiting 
for a FEMA reimbursement before 
continuing with another batch. 

Day said Lincoln County’s first 
reimbursement came back from 
FEMA in 30 days, as expected. But 
after that, the rules for reimburse¬ 
ment changed and it took about four 
months to be reimbursed for the sec¬ 
ond round of properties. 

Stanford's project 
progressing, too 

The city of Stanford has been 
conducting its own FEMA-funded 
project to clear away three flood- 
prone properties along South 
Second Street, near the banks of St. 
Asaph Creek. 

It took FEMA three years to pro¬ 
vide initial approval for Stanford’s 
$241,000 project, and while things 


were sometimes “a little slow” fol¬ 
lowing that approval, Stanford is 
“starting to make some progress” 
toward completion, Mayor Bill 
Miracle said. 

The city began its project in 
earnest in the middle of 2013 and 
has completed purchase and demo¬ 
lition of two residential houses in 
the low-lying area. 

Stanford has been reimbursed for 
“a large percentage” of the purchase 
prices for those properties, Miracle 
said. The properties were bought for 
$49,500 and $11,250 respectively, 
according to archives. 

Now, Stanford has its sights set 
on the third property, a $130,000 
structure owned by Stanford EMS 
that was previously the ambulance 
service’s headquarters. 

Miracle said while Stanford bud¬ 
geted for up to $32,000 in local 
costs for its project, so far the city 
has probably spent about $3,000 in 
cash. 

Similarly to Lincoln County, 
Miracle said he expects the city to 
be done with its project before the 
end of the year.

“Kynector.” 

East estimated she has 
helped about 400 Lincoln 
County residents sign up for 
health insurance since 
December. 

“I really feel like I’ve just 
brushed the surface,” East 
said. “I feel like there are so 
many people who don’t 
know that I’m here to help 
or they just don’t know 
about the Affordable (Care) 
Act at all.” 

East’s 400 sign-ups are 
about 20 percent of the 
1,943 previously uninsured 
people in Lincoln County 
who have signed up for 
insurance since open enroll¬ 
ment began in October, 
according to Kynect data 
from March 13. 

Prior to the current open 
enrollment period, about 20 
percent of Lincoln County 
residents under the age of 65 
were uninsured. That num¬ 
ber is now closer to 10 per¬ 
cent, the data show. 

A large majority of those 
who have signed up — 
1,603, according to the data 
— have been eligible under 


the Medicaid expansion put 
in place by the Affordable 
Care Act. Medicaid provides 
health insurance without a 
monthly premium to chil¬ 
dren and low-income indi¬ 
viduals. About 400 Lincoln 
County residents are eligible 
for Medicaid coverage but 
have not signed up, accord¬ 
ing to the data. 

More than 1,500 unin¬ 
sured Lincoln County resi¬ 
dents are eligible for subsi¬ 
dies to help pay for their 
insurance if they sign up by 
March 31. Around 200 resi¬ 
dents of the county are unin¬ 
sured and have too much 
income to qualify for a sub¬ 
sidy, according to the data. 

Under the Affordable 
Care Act, anyone who does¬ 
n’t sign up for health insur¬ 
ance in 2014 will be subject 
to a penalty on their taxes of 
$95 or 1 percent of their 
income, whichever is larger. 
That income-percentage 
penalty will slowly rise over 
multiple years to 2.5 per¬ 
cent. 

People who already have 
employer-sponsored insur¬ 
ance or are enrolled in 
Medicare — health insur¬ 
ance for senior citizens — 
do not have to do anything 
to comply with the law. 


East said people do not 
have to sign up for insurance 
through Kynect to comply 
with the law; they can get 
private insurance instead if 
they prefer. But, she noted, 
everyone she has talked to 
who has comparison- 
shopped with other insur¬ 
ance options ultimately 
chose a plan available 
through Kynect. 

“The rates are very afford¬ 
able and you can only get 
the (subsidy) assistance 
through Kynect,” she said. 

East said she is doing 
what she can to cut into the 
number of uninsured in 
Lincoln by making herself 
available in community hot 
spots around the county, 
including the public library 
in Stanford and the Past 
Time Cafe in Crab Orchard. 

“I go to people’s homes if 
they need me to,” she said. 
“I meet people (at the 
library); I meet people at the 
hospital; I am available by 
phone daily.” 

Lincoln residents have 
been blowing up East’s 
phone with questions and 
requests for help — she’s 
gotten calls as early as 5:50 
a.m. and as late as 11:45 
p.m. 

“I empty my voicemail on 


average twice a day,” she 
said. “But that’s why I am 
here, and I want to take care 
of the people in Lincoln 
County. I want to help them 
get the insurance they 
need.” 

East said she’s seen quite 
a few cases where an insur¬ 
ance plan offered through 
Kynect gave someone a 
much lower-cost option than 
their alternatives. One 
woman was looking at a 
$500 monthly premium until 
she talked with East, who 
found her a plan for $320 a 
month with a $260 monthly 
subsidy, leaving her with 
just a $60 monthly cost for 
her premium. 

East said she can’t esti¬ 
mate how much someone 
might be eligible for in sub¬ 
sidies until all their informa¬ 


tion is in the system because 
“it’s a bunch of different 
agencies coming together to 
see what you qualify for.” 

East said that in most 
cases it takes 5-20 minutes 
for her to walk someone 
through the process of sign¬ 
ing up through Kynect. In 
some cases, the government 
will require verification of 
some information, which 
can delay completion of an 
application by up to 30 days, 
she explained. 

For Lincoln resident Tessa 
Folger, signing up with 
East’s help took a little more 
than 15 minutes Saturday 
afternoon. Folger, who 
worked at a plastics compa¬ 
ny in Lebanon until she 
became unemployed about 
15 months ago, said she’s 
been in need of some med¬ 


ical tests but hasn’t been 
able to afford the up-front 
cost. 

Folger qualified for 
Medicaid and said she plans 
on seeing her doctor later 
this month. 

“I’m very happy to know 
that I have insurance now,” 
she said. “I didn’t know it 
was that easy. I know in the 
past, it wasn’t.” 

East said interacting with 
so many people around 
Lincoln County has given 
her a firsthand experience of 
how nice the population is. 

“I feel like I’ve adopted a 
lot of people. I worry about 
them,” she said. “It’s not 
about me. It’s about these 
people being able to go to 
the doctor.” 

East said she knows 
there’s been a lot of contro¬ 
versy surrounding the 
Affordable Care Act, but her 
goal as a Kynector is not a 
political one — she wants to 
help Lincoln residents take 
advantage of the low premi¬ 
ums that are potentially 
available to them. 

“For me, this is not about 
being a Democrat or a 
Republican,” she said. “It’s 
just the law. ... Right now, 
we just have to abide by the 
law.”

Removal of ice storm 
debris underway 


Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet (KYTC) road crews 
began removing vegetative 
debris from Kentucky’s recent 
ice storm in Lincoln County on 
March 17. 

The work will consist of 
removing fallen trees and 
branches from highway right- 
of-way on all state routes 
throughout the county. 

Citizens that may have 
debris from the ice storm, 
located on their property, and 
would like for it to be picked 
up are asked to place these 
items near the right-of-way 
line for easy removal. Do 
NOT place limbs in ditches 
or where they will block 
drives and/or mail boxes. 
Material must be close 
enough that crews can reach, 
but placed as not to block the 
view of drivers or cause other 
safety issues. 

KYTC will only be picking 
up fallen trees and branches 
along the roadside. They will 
not pick up metal, plastic or 
wood products such as panel¬ 
ing, siding, plywood or cut 
lumber. Only one pass will be 
made along each highway. 


Crews also will not be going 
onto private property to 
remove fallen trees and limbs 
from yards or fields. 

Dates that debris will be 
picked up along specific 
highways have not been 
determined. Work schedules 
will be set on a tentative 
basis, and may be impacted 
by weather conditions as well 
as quantities of debris encoun¬ 
tered by the crews. 

Motorists are urged to watch 
for these debris removal crews. 
Be on the lookout for flaggers 
and equipment in the impacted 
areas. This work may require 
lane closures and temporary 
traffic stoppages. Drivers 
should anticipate delays and 
plan their trips accordingly.

FOCUSING ON TRANSPARENCY IN GOVERNMENT 



Gov't blocking easy access at all levels 


Finding public information 
shouldn't be an 'Easter egg hunt'

When the Valley Journals 
of Riverton, Utah, a suburb 
of Salt Lake City, wanted to 
know the time of the town’s 
2012 Easter egg hunt, they 
couldn’t find out. The city 
barred the parks official from 
speaking to reporters without 
permission, and nothing, not 
even the Second Coming, 
would pry that information 
loose. 

What Valley Journals 
Managing Editor Linda 
Petersen experienced is 
unfortunately all too com¬ 
mon - and becoming more 
so - in Utah, Washington, 
D.C., and other government 
shops across the country. 

Agencies at all levels, 
through aggressive and 
manipulative tactics, are 
increasingly controlling what 
information the public 
receives, threatening the very 
foundation of democracy. 

This is more than just 
about Easter eggs and incon¬ 
veniences for journalists. 
Growing message manage¬ 
ment by the government is 
something that concerns any¬ 
one who cares about holding 
elected officials accountable. 
The examples are too numer¬ 
ous to ignore. 

Last year White House 
photographers and their sup¬ 
porters fought en masse 
against the increasingly com¬ 


mon practice of the Obama 
administration barring pho¬ 
tos of official events, instead 
distributing polished White 
House-provided photo¬ 
graphs. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
stopped a Palm Beach Post 
reporter from speaking to a 
CDC investigator on one of 
the largest tuberculosis out¬ 
breaks in 20 years because, 
the PR officer said, the 
agency wanted the state to 
take the lead. 

The Department of Health 
and Human Services stopped 
a New York Times reporter 
from talking to a federally 
employed psychologist who 
had alleged widespread child 
abuse on a Native American 
reservation. 

Most federal agencies pro¬ 
hibit their employees from 
communicating with journal¬ 
ists unless the bosses have 
public relations staffers sit¬ 
ting in on the conversations. 
Contact is often blocked 
completely. When public 
affairs officers speak, even 
about routine public matters, 
they often do so confiden¬ 
tially in spite of having the 
title “spokesperson.” 

Reporters seeking inter¬ 
views are expected to seek 
permission, often providing 
questions in advance. Delays 
can stretch for days, longer 
than most deadlines allow. 
Public affairs officers might 
send their own written 


responses of slick non¬ 
answers. 

So why should the public 
care about journalists’ frus¬ 
trations? Why don’t 
reporters just buck up and 
work harder to get the infor¬ 
mation? Many are, despite 
cutbacks in most news¬ 
rooms. But this isn’t a battle 
between the press and gov¬ 
ernment. It’s about the infor¬ 
mation you receive to self- 
govem. 

It is entirely possible that 
Department of Health and 
Human Services insiders 
would have educated 
reporters months ago about 
the HealthCare.gov website 
dysfunction if they could 
have spoken confidentially - 
if the government were 
responsive to the public 


rather than secretive and 
controlling. 

Unfortunately, because of 
these overzealous PR prac¬ 
tices, the public won’t find 
out about problems until it’s 
too late. 

A 2013 survey of govern¬ 
ment public affairs officers 
from throughout the country 
found that two-thirds believe 
it is their duty to monitor 
employee interviews with 
journalists. The study, by 
Kennesaw State University 
researcher Carolyn Carlson, 
also found that 40 percent 
had blocked reporters 
because they didn’t like 
what the journalists wrote. 

Passed off by agencies as 
“just the way it is,” these 
restrictions are relatively 
new. In pre-9/11 times, cre- 


dentialed reporters walked 
agency halls freely. They 
called staff at will, and 
bureaucrats weren’t afraid of 
losing their jobs if they took 
the time for a conversation. 
The public got information 
it needed. 

Reporters’ unofficial talks 
with people inside govern¬ 
ment - going back long 
before Watergate - are 
essential to public under¬ 
standing and prevention of 
abuse of power. The official 
story is never the whole 
story. 

Limiting access to govern¬ 
ment information is a dis¬ 
service to the citizenry. 
Muzzling government 
employees has the same 
effect as censorship. It hides 
problems that need to be 


exposed. 

Journalists don’t want 
that, citizens don’t want that, 
and we sincerely hope the 
administration doesn’t want 
that. 

It is time for a significant 
cultural shift in American 
government, and that starts 
at the top. 

We urge President Obama, 
governors, mayors, school 
superintendents, and all 
other government leaders to 
reverse this troubling trend 
by pledging to create open 
agency information cultures. 

Allow journalists and the 
public to contact govern¬ 
ment employees directly for 
information, without PR 
specialists intervening. 

Allow journalists to inter¬ 
view government employees 
without a public relations 
specialist present. Pass a 
federal shield law, stronger 
state shield laws and 
stronger whistleblower pro¬ 
tection laws. 

All of these actions will 
improve public discourse 
and democracy. Citizens 
should expect nothing less 
of their public servants - to 
foster knowledge, credibility 
and openness, not spin, mis¬ 
trust and secrecy. The time 
for change is now, before it 
is too late. 

Hunts are for Easter eggs, 
not government information.

and sheriffs’ offices 
because they can bill for the 
cost of providing their serv¬ 
ices. Powell said while that 
fact helps cover the cost of 
increased ambulance runs 
“to a degree,” there are 
plenty of complicating fac¬ 
tors that can make it diffi¬ 
cult to keep an ambulance 
service operating. 

“It’s a continuous prob¬ 
lem when run volumes 
increase and funding does¬ 
n’t. That’s a nationwide 
problem amongst EMS 
services,” Powell said. “It’s 
a constant battle and unfor¬ 
tunately we don’t see an 
increase in tax-base funding 
... and we don’t see an 
increase in the Medicare 
and Medicaid funding.” 

Powell said when 
Stanford EMS transports a 
patient and the patient's 
insurance coverage is 
through a federal govern¬ 
ment program such as 
Medicare or Medicaid, the 
government gets to “mark 
down” Stanford’s bill and 
pay a lower percentage of 
the base rate. 

Such a mark-down is 
called a “dis-allowment” 
and Stanford EMS has no 
control over it, Powell 
explained. 

"Basically, they set the 
rate that they’re going to 
pay ambulances and health¬ 
care and everyone in the 


industry,” he said. 

Stanford EMS gets some 
taxpayer money via the 
Lincoln County Ambulance 
Board, a special taxing dis¬ 
trict that divvies up its 
approximately $400,000 in 
annual revenues among the 
county’s ambulance servic¬ 
es. 

Powell said Stanford 
EMS is “prepared to cover 
the call volume that cur¬ 
rently exists.” If call vol¬ 
umes continue to rise at the 
same pace, staffing levels 
will simply have to rise as 
well, he said. 

Powell said the closure 
of McKinney Rescue 
Squad in 2013 is an “unfor¬ 
tunate” example of how 
hard it can be to keep an 
ambulance service open 
and operating on the fund¬ 
ing sources available today, 
especially if you try to pro¬ 
vide higher quality care 
with an advanced-life-sup- 
port crew. 

"As costs rise and your 
revenue doesn’t, at some 
point that catches up to you 
and creates a problem,” he 
said. “I think in the future it 
can become a problem (in 
Lincoln County). And it’s a 
nationwide problem.”

H'ville accepts 
bid to repaint 
water tower 

HUSTONVILLE — City coun¬ 
cil members have approved the low 
bid of $89,000 from contractor 
R&P to refinish the Hustonville 
water tower. 

The upgrade will resurface the 
tank and install a mixing system 
that will help maintain high water 
quality. 

City officials originally estimat¬ 
ed the project could cost $100,000 
or more. 

Hustonville Mayor David Peyton 
said when the tank was built, the 
original finish lasted 13 years. The 
tank was repainted once, in 1991, 
and that finish has lasted now for 
about 23 years. 

Peyton said he expects the new 
finishing to last for another 25-30 
years. 

Three other contractors bid 
between $100,500 and $146,000 
for the project. Peyton said while 
R&P provided by far the lowest 
bid, there are no concerns about 
quality because the company has 
done “top-notch” work elsewhere 
in the area. 

The council voted unanimously 
March 11 to accept R&P’s bid. 

Crab Orchard 
raises salary for 
next mayor 

CRAB ORCHARD — The next 
mayor of Crab Orchard will earn 
$ 1,200 more than the current salary 
if the city commission gives final 
approval 

City Commission members voted 
unanimously March 6 in support of 
an increase in the mayoral pay-rate 
during the next 4-year term from 
$200 to $300 per month. On an 
annual basis, that raises the salary 
from $2,400 to $3,600. 

A second reading of the ordi¬ 
nance setting the salary will be 
needed before the new rate, which 
would take effect Jan. 1, is official¬ 
ly on the books.

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FARM FACTS

Livestock producers need alfalfa 


All livestock producers 
need to have alfalfa- 
grass hay and pasture 
fields. There are many 
reasons that I can use to 
back that statement up all 
of which involve you 
having an increase in 
farm income. Let’s con¬ 
sider the reasons that 
should show you why 
you need alfalfa-grass as 
part of your forage pro¬ 
gram. 

First of all, there isn’t a 
better forage crop than 
alfalfa-grass to have in a 
drought. Generally in a 
drought alfalfa which is 
so deep rooted will find 
enough moisture to keep 
growing and produce 75- 
80 percent of its normal 
yield. 

Another big benefit of 
alfalfa-orchardgrass for¬ 
age is the yield it will 
produce. In a good grow¬ 
ing season yields of six 
ton per acre are common. 
That is three times more 
than an acre of clover- 
grass or nitrogen fertil¬ 
ized grass will 
produce.You can’t beat 
alfalfa-orchardgrass 
when it comes to produc¬ 
ing a lot of round bales or 
square bales of hay. Also 
no other crop can pro¬ 
duce as good of quality 
and quantity of grazing 
as alfalfa-orchardgrass. 
If managed properly for 
grazing, nothing else 
produces more pounds of 
livestock gain or milk 
production per acre. 

Alfalfa-orchardgrass is 
very close to a feed that 
provides everything your 
livestock need. The ener¬ 
gy and protein levels of 
alfalfa-orchardgrass hay 
are high enough that 
meat animal producers 
will need no or very little 
of any grain feeding or 
no need for a tub, block 
or lick tank. If harvested 
properly the feed value 
of alfalfa-orchardgrass 
will have enough protein 
and energy to supply all 
of the needs of a beef 
cow before and after she 
calves. Cows and calves 
grazing alfalfa-orchard- 
grass will result in calves 
weighing 100 or more 
pounds heavier at wean¬ 
ing time than those graz¬ 
ing grass pasture. 


Stocker gains on alfalfa- 
grass will easily be U 
pound more per day. The 
same situation exists for 
growing goats on alfalfa 
grass as pasture or hay. 
Dairy cows will need to 
be fed grain to maximize 
production but the pro¬ 
tein level can be lower 
and the amount fed will 
be lower. Dairy cows 
grazing alfalfa grass or 
being fed quality alfalfa 
hay always have higher 
production. Utilizing 
alfalfa-orchardgrass for 
pasture and hay will not 
be more expensive but 
rather it will be cheaper 
because you are not hav¬ 
ing to buy a lot of extra 
feed to supplement your 
livestock feeding. 

Some folks say alfal¬ 
fa-orchardgrass produc¬ 
tion requires too much 
work since you have to 
cut it so many times. 
Well, let’s consider that 
you would probably cut 
alfalfa-orchardgrass four 
more times than grass 
hay fields. So four times 
more x 2 V 2 days of work 
per cutting equals 10 
days more work per 
year. That doesn’t seem 
like much to me, but I 
even got better news for 
you. If you are a cow- 
calf producer, then all 
you have to do to take 
care of your cows’ nutri¬ 
tion needs in the winter 
is to set out the hay and 
a free choice mineral. 
You don’t have to carry 
out buckets of feed 
every day from 60 days 
prior to calving and thru 
30 days after calving. I 
believe if you compare 
the hours spent on this, 
you will see that there is 
less labor in the extra 
hay cuttings and it’s lot 
easier than carrying feed 
buckets through the 
mud. 

Some folks say alfal¬ 
fa-grass is too expensive 
to grow. Wrong! You 
can’t just look at seed, 
fertilizer and labor costs. 
You have to look at the 
cost per pound of pro¬ 
tein and energy that the 
alfalfa-grass acre pro¬ 
duces. You will find that 
it is cheaper per pound 
of hay produced to grow 
the alfalfa-grass than 


any other crop. 

The other excuse I 
hear is that it is too hard 
to get the first cutting 
put up right. That is true 
but with the wrappers 
we have available to rent 
in the county, the weath¬ 
er is surely not much of 
a factor anymore. 
Surely by now you are 
convinced to grow alfal¬ 
fa-grass hay and pasture 
on your farm. So, now 
is the time to get pre¬ 
pared and be working 
toward getting alfalfa- 
grass sown this spring. 
We have the most suc¬ 
cess with seedings in the 
spring from March 25 to 
April 15. You can get 
good stands up into 
May, but crabgrass often 
is a competition problem 
for alfalfa sown in May. 
There are probably 30 
good varieties available 
in the area. I would hate 
to see you sow the 
cheapest variety because 
they are usually lower 
yielding and have very 
little disease resistance 
which reduces the life of 
the stand. However there 
are some very good vari¬ 
eties in the mid-price 
range that will work 
well for you. The higher 
price varieties are the 
proven top yielders and 
are the longer lasting 
varieties. We have infor¬ 
mation at the Extension 
Office to help you 
choose a variety. Of 
course you need to take 
a soil sample immediate¬ 
ly and apply fertilizer 
and lime accordingly. 
You can have good suc¬ 
cess with both conven¬ 
tional and no-till seed¬ 
ing, if you follow our 
guidelines. 

We have good bul¬ 
letins on producing 
alfalfa-orchardgrass for 
hay and pasture that will 
help you learn to estab¬ 
lish and then manage the 
crop. I will be glad to 
visit with you and give 
you advice on adding 
alfalfa-grass to your for¬ 
age program.

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff; as of April 15, 
2013, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended.

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the taxes charged, credited, and paid 
for the period April 17, 2012 through April 15, 2013 of the Lincoln County Sheriff; in accordance with the basis of accounting 
practices prescribed ot permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated November 26, 2013 on our consideration of 
the Lincoln County Sheriff’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of 
laws, regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters.
